Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have previously been 
addressed by the Examiner in the prior Office action. They remain non-persuasive and do not place the application in condition for 
allowance. The Examiner additionally notes that the claims do not require Rotating* turbine parts. Although the claims are read in light of 
the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims.
